Beat 
the yolk to a cream with a heaping 
teaspoon of granulated sugar and a 
pinch of salt. Pour the boiling milk 
on the yolk and sugar, beat well, re- 
turn to the saucepan and stir con. 
tinually while cooking 2 minutes. 
Take off fire, add half a teaspoon of 
lemon flavor. Add to the frothed 
whites a -teaspoon of lemon, one of 
confectioners’ sugar and a few grains 
of salt. Whisk it up and lay on top 
of the custard. Cover closely, and 
when cooled pour into a glass dish, 
chill and serve. Strawberries or ripe 
peaches sliced may be put into the 
custard if desired. Almond or 
vanilla wafers are nice to serve with 
it. 


WASHING WORK 


I watched a neighbor washing off 


the painted woodwork in one of her 
rooms the other day. The wall were 


tinted with calsomine. When she 
washed the picture moldings and 
baseboards, to prevent the damp 


cloth rubbing the tinted walls, she 
held a square of shingle above the 
wood against the wall. She could 
then go much faster without danger 
of making marks on her wall. 


INDELIBLE INK SPOTS 
The laundry sometimes puts its 
indentification marks on _ strange 
parts of clothing, occasionally where 
it will show when the garment is 
worn. To remove indelible ink stains, 
soak them in strong ammonia, and 

then rinse well in several waters. 
Some marking ink it is practically 
impossible to remove, because it is 
intended to be a fast color. The 
is usually _ silver 


on exposure to light and after it has 
been heated and ironed into the goods 
it becomes quite permanently fixed. 
Chloride of lime is sometimes effica- 
cious, but by no means always. 

In using the chloride of lime on ink 
stains, put a teaspoonful in a pint of 
cold water, set it on the stove, and 
bring it to a moil. Stir it well, then 
immerse the stain and punch it} 
about. When the stain has been re- | 
duced to a brown spot, dip it in warm 
vinegar to counteract the action of 
the lime and remove the brown spot. 
Rub it between the fingers until not 
a bit of the spot remains. Then rinse 
it well in clean water.

The Junior Red Cross Hospital 
situated at 522—18th Ave. West 
Calgary, for Sick and Crippled 
Children with its 38 beds and its 
patients of every nationality and 
creed is one of the finest institutions 
}in the Dominion of Canada. The 
{maintenance of this Hospital is the 
jcombined efforts of the children of 
|the Red Cross who through their 800 
| Branches assist in the raising of 
| funds. 

The Government also sends a 
|specia grant to assist this most 
| worthy cause. But there are many 
other costs incidental to the Red 
| Cross service for the sick such as 
special equipment, orthopaedic ap- 
pliances, travelling expenses for 
needy children etc. 

In order to help with the expenses 
of operating the Hospital the Red 
Cross has inaugurated a scheme for 
Cot maintenance by group effort. The 
gift of two hundred dollars annually 
will endow a bed for some sick child 
and with this assistance even for a 
partial number of beds the work of 
the Red Cross will be placed on a 
much more sound and satisfactory 
basis. Not only will some crippled 
child receive the treatment needed as 
a result of the local branch endowing 
a bed, but there will be a great en- 
couragement given to the Junior Red 
Cross Branches everywhere which are 
trying their best to send in their 
share towards the work. 

A card attached to the head of 
each Hospital Cot will carry the 
name of the Society which has been 
| generous enough to assist by its 
| contributions. Payment of the en- 
dowment may be made in instalments 
lif desired. Already in Alberta there 
has been awakened a great interest 
jin the scheme. High River the first 
town to send in on the Endowment 
Scheme is maintaining two beds. 
Etzikom is maintaining one and has 
also sent money for a brass plate to 
be attached with the name of the 
Etzikom Branch engraved on it.
